The farce
inte which they soem to bo teylng 1o trans-
furit the transfer switoh law hus censed to be
amusing. The state hoard has promulgated
altogether fob many programs of reform
withont earrying a slngle one of them into
excoution,

The procesdings of the board with refer-

efite o the trapsfer swwiteh law have boen
little short of soandalona, The law went
nominally inte effect August 1 last. Penal-

ties undor It were supposed to begln to ae-
crtte sixty days later, Not a thing was done
by the board during those aixiy days in-
tonded te be devated to the hearing of potl-
tions for relief frow its provisions at par-
tieular paints, but two or thres days prior Lo
thiele expirailon the board sntertained pell-
tlons on bolalf of the roads for exemption
front Lhe operation of the law at every june-
tian In the stite, Instead of taking up one case
at a time and pushing them o conclusion
the board assumed to investigate all of them
befars pronouneing a single docision. Pinally
tiring of this tedious process, It consented to
rench an fmmodiate decision upin two ouses,
a decislon ordering the roads Lo construct the
switches as roguired by law. This declslon
was proclalmed from the state house as an
evidence of seif-sacrificing devoiion to duty
gn the part of the memibers of the board nnd
hald up as conclusiva proof that they were
dolng thelr best to foree the rullronds Lo com-
ply with the law. Having gotlen this far,
however, thoy spemed to have utterly aban-
doned thelr good Intentions, They appear to
be endeavoring to convince the raliroads,
if they nesd anything to convinee them,
that the bark of tho state board ls much
more dangerotts than its bite.

What has the board done to cary out the
order In the transfer switch cases?  Absu-
lutely nothing. The Bee pointed out the way
which the law itself provides for enforcing
ity provisions. It called attention to the
fact that a penalty of not less than $60 nor
more than $600 is accruing for each and
every day that the rallroad company or com-
panies neglect or refuse to bulld or maln-
taln the contomplated switches. These
fines may be imposed by any court of com-
petent jurisdiction and are to be paid into
the general gchool fund of the state. DBut
stho board heas not made a singla move to
have any of the penaltizs Imposed. On the
other hand, it Intimated for & while that It
fntended to ask the supreme court for a writ
of mandamus to compel the roads to carry
out its order, but even this talk died out
weeks ago. The soporific sllence of the
ponrd has not been interrupted. All the
other cases In which the ronds asked to be
relicved of thelr dutles under the law soem
to have dropped suddenly out of the horlzon.
Having exhausted fts powers In two cases
the board Is quite content to leave the other
elghty odd In statu quo, perhaps because {t
might be constrained to decide a fow of them
agninst the rallroads and that would Involve
new Instances of neglect or refusal to build
the switches upon which the dally penalties
might commenece to acorue, It |8 just pos-
gible that the board fears that the general
sehool fund of the sthte might become rich
too rapldly at tho expense of the law-defying
roads. If so Its fears are entirely un-
grmm:]ad‘ for the roads may be relled upon
to fight it out to the last resort. The lenst
the board can do i to go on and adjudicate
the pending cases and at the same time in-
stitute proecedings to collect the penaltics
that have already acerued,

REORGANIZE THE POLICE FORCE.

The pollce foree of Omaha s badly dis-
organized and demorallzed. Its efficioncy
has been sadly impaired by Internal dlssen-
glon fomented by cligues and  religious
feuds, There have been plots wnd Intrigues
by subordinate officers agninst each other
and against their superlors. These feuds
must either be suppressed or the force will
have to be disbanded.

The action of the police commissloners In
the Cormick-Shoop affray does not tend to
promote the efliclency of the police. On the
contrary, It must weaken rather than im-
prove Its discipline, The police force |s
practichlly an_army, and its rank and file
must necessarlly be handled like soldiers on
actlve military duty, The frst duty of the
soldler I8 to implicitly obey the orders of
his superiors, and that principle, governs
from the lowest to the highest rank. In
every dispute or conifliet beltween army ofll-
cern of different rank the ranking oflcer Is
upheld unless the preponderance of testl-
mony proves him to hayve been culpable,
And In every Instance disobedience of orders
by an Inferlor officer Is followed by severe
discipline,

This mndnrgentnl prineiple has been ig-
nored by the police commission. When OfMicer
Bloom was charged with writing a threat-
ening letter to the chlef magistrate of the
city, and this charge was denied by him, al-
though corroborated by his own writing
and mode of misspelling as well as by ex-
perts on handwriting, the commission gave
the ofMecr the benefit of the doubt and or-
derod him reinstated,

In the Shoop-Cormick affray the board has
condoned Shoop's fallure to obey the order
of the acting chlef of police that required
him to remain on duty until relleved by
anather officer, The fact that this role had
only recently been adopted, and had been
disregarded by other officers, can count for
nothing, Disobedlence Is subversive to all
discipiine, and even if the rule had been In
foree but a single day It was a mandate for
every officer on the force. The board has
not only stampoed with approval this dere-
lictlon of duty but It has reversed military
rule, so essentinl to discipling, by discred-

Iting the testimony of the superior officer
when It was contradicted by the subor-
dinate charged with insubordination., This

motion wnst bhave W demorallzing effect on
the eblclency of the polico.

Thero were three courses left opén to the
board under the circumstances. First,
the cause of the altercation between Cor-
mick and SBhoop was primarily provoked by
Wlsabedience on the part of Shoop he should
have been disciplined by reprimand, sus-
penslon or dismlssal, Second, it it s true
that Shoop ralsed a chair to atrike the seting
chief, he was the aggressor and should have
been dishonorably dismissed, On the other
band if Shoop's version of the fracas iz to be
pecepted and Cormick's statement rejected,
Captain  Cormick should have been discl-
plined by reprimand, susponsion or dismissal
ns the case might warrant. But even in
that cane Sheop would not have purged him.
selt from the charge of disocbeying his
superior. Third, asaugiag that the contra-
dictory statements of Lthe two offlesrs are
to be acoeptad as offsolting esach othoer, the
board might have disoipllaed bBOLh or ae-
corded thews bolh the same beaedl of doubt

BRYAN'S NICARAGITA CANAL BILL.

The bill of Representative Bryan to enable
the government to ald in construeting the
Nicaragua canal has some good features,
It I8 a judiclous provision that the govern-
ment direetors shall bhe selocted so that all
neotions of the eourtey will have representn-
tion and that these directors shall have no
pecuniary Intersut In the company. Thoe pro-
vislon prohibiting any stockholder, direetor
or offieer from belng Interested In any con-
tract made by the company M wise. The
provisions requiring that all labor shall be
vmployed directly by the company, that
sight hours shall constitute a day'a work,
and that preference shall be glven to work-
men who are citizens of the United States,
Nicaragua and Costh Rica, will probably en-
connter no serlons objection, though these
are matters which might very well bo left
15 the determination of clreumstances, It
Is concelvable thut the restrietions Imposed
upon the ecompany by these requirements
might operate to its disadvantage.

The feature of Mr. Dryan's hill that should
bae fatal to it is the proposal that the govern-
ment. shall subscribe for stock of the canal
company and issue United States notes in
payment therefor, such notés to have the
same logal tender qualities and redemption
rights as the greenbacks, which are redeem-
able in guld, This would be straight Infla-

tion and in & more objectiopable form
than would be the coinagd of the so-
cilléd  sliver melgniorage. Mr. Bryan's

defenze of his proposition 15 not even plausi-
ble. He seems to lose sight entirely of the
danger In inereasing the coln obligations of
the government to the amount of $70,000,000,
and it does not help the matter to say that
this incrense wonld be extended over several
years, The treasury gold reserve, which Is
the basis for the redemption of $£346,000,000
of greenbacks, {8 now less than $90,000,000
and stoadily diminishing. If congross should
authorlze an addition of $§70,000,000 to the
greenbacks, Is it not absolutely certain that
the legal tender notes now In clrculation
would be presented to the treasury for re-
demption, thus draining it of gold and fore-
Ing the government to abandon specie pay-
ments, unless congress at the time of auth-
orizing this additional issue of greenbacks
mu’:le provision for largely Incréasing the
gold reserve, which could be done only by
an Issue of bonds? HEverybody who has any
intelligent ideas on the subject must under--
stand that the government eannot Increase
Its ohligations redeemnable in coin to any ma-*

terial extent without imperiling Its
abllity Lo maintain specle pay-
ments. Indeed, the malntenance of

that policy now rests wholly upon the public
falth In the government, aad this will
hardly bear a much greater strain than it
has been subjected to for a year or Lwo past.
Mr. DBryan says the notes which he pro-
poses shall be lssued to pay for canal stock
will become and remain a part of the cur-
rency, llke the grecnbacks, thus helping to
increase the circulation.  But this -money
s to be expended in the construction of the
canal, and the greater part of It would go
to labor.  The money pald for labor wlill be
spent {n Nicaragua and Cogta Riea and it
will come back to this country only to be
exchanged for gold, so-that probably not to
exceed one-fifth of the amount would be
added to the elrculation, the other four-
filths going out of the country im the form
of coln, a large part of which would find its
way to Hurope through the merchants and
bankers of Nicaragun and Costa Rica. It
would become & part of the currency only
at the price of a large outflow of gold, for
which the governmegnt might have to make
provision by another sale of bonds,

Another objection to Mr, Bryan's proposi-
tion & that the prineciple Is essentially bad.
If the government may properly subscribe
to Nicaragun canal bonds and pay for them
by an Issue of greenbacks It can similarly
invest in all sorta of enterprises, and there
are contemplated projects at home of no less
fmportance to the general welfare than the
Nlcaragua canal. The bill introduced In
the senate proposes to lend the credit of the
government to Uhe cabal company, the
money to be obtained from whoever Is
willing to buy the stock. Mr., Dryan’s hill
proposes that the government shall provide
all the money for constructing the canal.
The Iatter {s the more objectionable proposal.
Granting all that can be sald as to the im-
portance of this enterprise, neither the Mor-
gin nor the Bryan plan for identifying the
government with It will be approved by the
people.

THE SOUTH AND IMMIGRATION.

A conventlon composed of delegates from
the southern states will be held In Augusta
next week to discuss the subject of Immli-
gration to the south, and it Is announced
that a company has been formed to encour-
auge immigration to that section. Last year
a convention with this objcet in view was
held in Richmond, but so far as known no
practioal vesults have come from it. This
may be due to the fact that the time was
unpropitious, Immigration to the United
Statos has been declining for a year past
and I8 now smaller than at any previous
time for a quarter of a century. This will
undoubtedly continue untll there Is a de-
elded revival of Industrial activily here and
the country Is again in a conditlon to give
employment to the people already here.
Whenever this time comes it s hardly to be
expooted that the Influx from wabroad will
attain former proportions, because, In the
first place, the lowering of wages has less.
ened the Inducement to come to this coun-
try, and, in the gecond place, the oppor-
tuplties are not so atiractive as formerly.
It is not at all lkely ‘that there will be
aghin witnessed In this generation any such
adilitions to the populatién from abroad as
were made In the past years of largest imml-
gration,

The south has not shared to any great
extent in the immigration of the past. The
prineipal reagons for this are the relatively
small returns for labor In that sactlon, the
less favorable social position of the laborer
and the objection that white labor has to
working in competition with colored Iubor.
Besldes these drawbacks to tmmigration to
the mouth, the well<mformed Evropean com-
Ing tor this couniry knows that there are not
as good facilities In that section as In the
north for sducating his children or for his
own Intellectual Improvement and enjoy-
ment. While the south bhas been making
good progreia In a.materinl way during the
past ten years, sho has not advanced equally

in other rospecia. There are citlea, of course,
which bave good schools and public Nbrarics l

and where art hes ity Yotaries, but very gen-
erally thera |8 great destitution in this re-
speet and & Inek of Wi sentiment and spirit
which promote Inteilectual growth, It Ia

different In the norsh, where the smailest

community In found doing semething for the
advancement of hurflfﬂl?:mai and promotion
of social progress. Perhaps political eondl-
tlong In the south alsos I'nw something to da
with checking Immigratfon to that section,
though this can hardly ba a very potent in-
fluence, sinee few 'Europeann are nble to
dizeriminate In this matter.
more thorough respeet for law and order in
partions of the south inay also exert some
Influpnce, —

The deslre of the south to encourage im-
migration to that sectfon Is prompted by
hoth politieal and soplal econslderations, The
rapld growth of the colored mce thers Is
undoubtedly regarded by most of the white
people as a menace to thelr cotitlaued politi-
cal supremacy, and (mmigration is the only
means of offeetting it, If this could be pro-
moted to such an extent as to displace a
constderable amount of eolorad labor it
would be forced to go slsewhere, relieving
southern eommunities of what they now re-
gard mx an incubns and a danger. At the
same Ume the colored people are steadlly
improving thelr clelms to social recognition.
They are acquiring property and gett'ng odn-
cation, showing in both respects much more
ambition than the poorer class of whites.
These people cannot be porpetually denled
thelr rights of citizenship, The south cer-
tainly has within It the elements of a great
future., What has been accomplished there
fn the last ten or fifteen years glves ample
assurnnce of this, but Its highest possibill-
ties will not be realized untll there Is a
declded Improvement in political and social
vonditions, Immigration might bring this
about, but the intelligent Immigrant is lkely
to walt for It before golng there,

Le written, The alterdatlony In plant neces-
gury to burn smoke would doubtless soon
be piadd for out of the saving in theé guan-
tity of coal consumed. Hut the altera-
tions will never he made unless there shall
be n vigorous enforcement of preventive
mensures agalnst all’ offenders,

That smoke prevention is practicable has
been proven by the experlence of Fnglish
townsa, Chleago has algo tried It with
wartlal success. There Is less reason for

urning soft coal in Philadelphin because
we can get anthracite; and the experi-
ment of prevention eould, therefore, he
made with more chance of success, Hut
unless councils shall be prepared for en-
ergetic action the consideration of the
matter will be a waste of time,

DUNCAN WAS PERSONAL.

s Ohjections te the Course of the City
Engineer.

The alleged grievance of Plombing In-
gpector Danesn on aocount of the action of
City Engineer Ronewnter in submitting an

orditinoe to the eoundll contemplaling oer-
thin lmprovements in the present plumbing
dopartmeont found expression at the reguiar
meeting of the Doard of Health yestorday
afternpon. Mr Hosewater and Clty Altorney
Connell were present by Invitation, and also
halfl o dogen of the lehding master plumbers,
The discusslon savored largely of a personal
foeting and Mr. Duncan  was  ropeatedly
called to order for Interlarding his remarks
with rather offensive porsonalitios,

Mr. Dunean had an armful of authorities
on Bla desk and began hls argament by ks
ing the clty sattorney whether the olty ene
gineeer had any right under ths ordinance

to interfere  with  the operations of the
Board of Hedlth with remgard o plumbing.
Mr, Connell pesured Wim that the ¢ty en-
gineor undoubtedly had' the right to pres-
pare any drdinance he might wish, subjost
o the action of the mavor and  counells
Dunean contendmd that the ¢ty onglnver had
no businens to monkey with the plumbing

inslde of lot lunes, and Mpr. Rosewater read
a seotlon from the ordinance which stated
that the engliecr should make ol grade
Mnes from the soll pipe to the stroet connges
tions.

The Instance which was clted by My
Duncan was the residence ab the northwest
corter of Tweply-thind and Cass  streeets,
There the plumber had been notifisd by tha
Board of Publle Works to copstruct o mans-
hole In the house sewor and (o make an
apening In the Invert of cement.  This the
plumbing luspector elalmed was o vielation
of sanitinry regulations and o mennca to
hienlth. He arguel ot copshilorable length
that the manhole would ba fNlled with filth

whan the plpe beeame overehnrgs)  with
soworage amd would oventually become A
nulsance Hin greatest stress was lald on

the nllegod fhel that the englineer was Inter-
fering with a matter whioh belonged alone
to the board throvgh its plumbing Inspector,

Mr. Rosewater oxplained that his idea, as
contalned In the ordinanée and as lustrated
by the dingram In his last annual report,
was slmply to formulate a method of mak-
Ihge conneetions with the least possible dan-
ger of stoppuages, Yoars ngo n sowWornge
system was Jald out withoyt manholes on
the theory that thoy were not sanltary.
Sinee then the coity had been compelled to
put in additional manholes from time to
time, and tho old theory had been entirely
nyverturned in the estimation of
all  the best  authorities, He argued
that ir manholes were i good
thing In the main sewers, there were €ore
tainly cases In which they could be uned
to advantage In house sewers. . Mr. Rose-
water was continually Interrupted by por-
sonul remarks from the plumbing Inspector,
and finally warmed up and put the inspector
through a meries of rapld fire questions as to
what he knew about plumbing anyway. Then
all began talking at once. Duncan called
upon the plumbers present to give thelr
opintong on the questions at Issue, and for
halt un hour all erowded around the table
and talked at onee, The conversation was
largely énlgmatical to any one not a sewer
oxport, and the discussion finally arrived
at very nearly where it started. Mr, Rose-
water oxplained his position st some length
and remarked that he had no lnterest in
the plumbing business except that which
arose from @ consclentions desire to improve
the sowerage system of the coity. It was
very casy for a publiec ofeial to pleaso
everybody as long as he did what everybody
wanted him to, but as soon as ho began to
tuke any step for the general benefit thefe
were always certnin  Individuals ready to
fmpugn his motives and to attempt to ren-
dor his efforts abortive,

At last Mr., Duncan moved that It be the
sonse of the beard that it was competent to
attend to gl matters pertaining to plumbing
without Interferenco from outside parties,
and that an adjournment bo taken until
FPriday afternoon, wlien the engineer, attor-
ney and master plumbers should he invited
to nttend again and participante in the dls-
oussion. The motion found no second and
then & similar motion with the exeeption of
the first clause was offered and carried,
